S.R.O. 281.— In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constilution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules to amend the Indian Ordnance 
Factories Service (Class T) Recruitment Rules, 1972, namely : — 

1, (1) These Rules may be called the Indian Ordnance 
Factories Service (Class 1) Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 
1977. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazelle. 

2. In the Indian Ordnance Factories Service (Class 1) Re^ 
cruitment Rules, 1972, in rule 32, for clause (iv), the following 
shall be substituted namely : — 

“(iv) for the post of Leather Technologist — 

(a) must have obtained a Degree in Leather Technology 

from a recognised Llniversily or equivalent ; or 

(b) must be an Associate Member of the Institution 

of Chemists (India) by examination having Lea- 
ther Chemistry as one of the subjects with a 
minimum of 2 years’ professional experience in 
Leather or Footwear T echnology 
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
